file with the €lerk of Baltimore county court, a cer-
tificate coiitaining” the name, age, ‘and distinguishing
marks of said slave, nccompanied by the aflidavit of
said Charles R. Gwynn,- that the certificate truly de-
scribes said slave; And provided, also, I'hat the said
Charles R. Gwynn; shall within the time aforesaid,
pay to the Clerk of Baitimore county, fifteon dollars
for the use of the Cn!umznnon Society of this State.
